2 Subje&s of Great Britain, at the City of Tours in France, 
on the 2oth of November laſt, N. S. being the Anniver- 
fary of the Feaſt of St. Andrew, the Tutelar of Scotland, 
being likely to make a great Noiſe in the World, and 


perhaps be liable to many Miſrepreſentations, to the Prejudice of 
the Unfortunate Gentlemen, a and their Relations and Friends ; it has 


been thought not improper to give the Publick a true and concite 
Account of that unhappy Affair.

' (Earl of Shelburne in the Kingdom of Ireland, a Youth of about Nine- 
teen Years old, being abroad on his Travels, in the Province of Tou- 
ain, Where he was to improve himſelf in the French Tongue; and 
after a Proficiency therein, to proceed to ſeveral Courts in Italy; hap- 
pened to fall into Company with Mr. Hamilton, a Scots Gentleman, 
1 to the late Colonel Hamilton, who was Second to Duke 
Hamilton, in the memorable Duel between his Grace and Lord Mobur 

in Hyde Park, who was , likewiſe going for Ttaly. , The young Lord 
finding Mr, Hamilton an agreeable Companion, took a great liking 


to his Converſation, and they kept together till they came to the 
1 Cho Tours, about 117 Miles Wün- Wel from Paris. 


Hex they found Mr. Kinierſly a young Gentleman of about 
10500 J. per Ann. Eſtate in England, Brother to the Lady of Sir John 
5 x Frederick of Pall-mall Bart. and Mr. Stuart, a Scots Gentleman of 


about 300 J. per Ann. in the Shire of. Fife: They all became e 
ted, and made frequent v ſits to each. other. TE, 
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Ox the 20th of November, Is Hamilton preſented all the Gen- 
tlemen with Croſſes, to be worn in Honour of St. Andrew, and in- 
vited them to an Entertainment at a Tavern. Mr, Kiunerſiy being 
out of order, ſeemed unwilling to go; but being at laſt overcome 
with the Importunities of his Companions, acquieſced. Towards 
the Evening, when they were all greatly heated with Wine, Mr. Ha- 
milton defired leave to ſend for two Scots Gentlemen his Acquain- 
rance, who he heard were in the City of Tours; and being inform'd 
of their Lodgings, ſaid he would go himſelf, and give them a for- 
mal Invitation, in the Name of the Company. The others deſired 
the Maſter of the Tavern might be ſent with the Compliment, 
but Mr. Hamilton would not permir jt, and went himſelf. As he 
was paſſing thro! the Street, one Maurepate, by ſome called a Frencb- 
mam, and by W an Italian, but allowed by all to be a Chevalier 

de Induſtry, inſulted him as he went along, on account of the Croſs 
he wore in his Hat, and gave him a Joſtle againſt the Wall. Mr. 
Hamilton, reſenting this Uſage, drew his Sword, and bid the. Fellow 
prepare, which he did by likewiſe drawing his Sword. After ſeveral 
violent Paſſes, Maurepate was ran into the Belly, and Mr. Hamil-

jeſty's Goodneſs to Foreigners of their Condition, who had made 
the Tour of his Dominions from no other Motive, than that of a 
polite , Curiolity, and of i improving themſelves i in the French Lan- 
guage; to the end they might be enabled to write to their Relations ; 
and Friends, in Eaglanu, for Avis and Aſſiſtance.
